HUMAN RESOURCES DEPARTMENT  

 Processed 2 Performance Evaluations in this period and received 2 applications 

for one posted vacancy; processed one FMLA request; processed 2 new em-

ployees including new hire orientations:  Eric Owens (Utility System Tech) and 

James Godfrey (StormWater Tech), and one employee separation:  Deputy Fire 

Chief Rogers (retirement). 

 Interviews and questionnaires have been prepared for Firefighter positions. 

 The Employee Health Insurance Committee met with United HealthCare repre-

sentative on April 7th. 

 Thirteen employees received “Nice Job” recognitions, and 111 employees  

qualified for Well Days benefits by not using sick leave from either April 1st 

through September 30th, 2014, or from October 1st through March 31st 2015 or 

both. 

 The HR Manager attended a labor law seminar presented by Fisher & Phillips 

labor attorneys on April 1st. 

 Met with a Department Director and an employee for a verbal counseling.  

 The Risk Manager is working on several property claims with residents, and conducted a Defensive Driving Class for 

City employees on April 8th.

 Received a Proclamation from the Commission for the month of April 2015 to be Fair Housing Month, and announced 

the Fair Housing Open House, scheduled for April 14, 2015, from 4:00-7:00 PM in the Commission Chambers. 

 Attended a meeting on the dedication of a portion of Graves Avenue that leads into the Halifax Crossing BPUD  

project.  The applicant is attempting to have Volusia County vacate that roadway portion for ultimate dedication to the 

City. 

 Met with the Health Insurance Committee to review potential healthcare plans for employees going forward. 

 Included the Housing for Persons with AIDS delegation in the Commission agenda which was approved by the  

Commission. 

 Attended the Saxon WalMart and retail store pre-construction meeting for building construction. 

 Attended the Florida League of Cities CRA workshop in Lake Mary. 

 Presented the Lakeshore Shared Use Path construction funding to the Commission.  As proposed, the FDOT and TPO 

will reimburse the City for 90% of the construction costs after July 1, 2015.  The 10% non-reimbursable portion will 

either be provided by the City or from ECHO grant funding (for which staff has applied).  No expenditures shall occur 

until reimbursement mechanisms have been secured.

Eastern Water Reclamation Facility Progress 

Construction is on schedule and proceeding well. Mechanical and electrical equipment is now being installed. The operations 

building shell has been completed and interior work is beginning for it. FP&L has completed the installation of the primary  

electric power to the on-site transformers. Site grading is being completed and the on-site roadway has been stabilized. 
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Deltona Water Field Operations returned to the site 

where work was completed earlier, to grade the area 

and lay sod. The area was leveled and sodded to 

grade.  

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

Public Works Traffic Division: 

The Sign Shop repaired 5 signs, and fabricated and installed 44 new street name signs, as well as 18 signs for stock and a stop 

sign at Trollman & Courtland. 

Asphalt repairs were done at 6 locations; road repair was done for Deltona Water at Humphrey & Elder and at 691 Outrigger; 

road repair was done for StormWater at 2682 Ship Rock. Thermoplastic striping was installed — 44 feet of 12” white cross 

walk, and 77 feet of 24” white stop bar.

Office of Economic Development (OED):  (Jerry Mayes, Economic Development Manager)  

 Attended the West Volusia State of the Region Luncheon. Mayor John Masiarczyk represented Deltona on the Mayor’s 

Panel. Vice Mayor Schleicher, Commissioners Nabicht and Soukup also attended. The primary topics were economic  

development, water, and transportation. 

 As the City Liaison to the Deltona Economic Development Advisory Board (DEDAB), prepared the 1st Quarter, 2015 

DEDAB Commission Report. Submitted the report to Rick Demeter, the DEDAB sitting Chairman for approval.  

 Deltona hosted the “Municipal Economic Developer Organization (MEDO)” lunch meeting on April 2nd. MEDO is a group 

of the Economic Development Practitioners from eight Central Florida cities (Longwood, Oviedo, Lake Mary, Sanford, 

Debary, Orange City, Deland, and Deltona), working together to help push regionalism in economic development within 

the Central Florida area. Prepared the booklet, “The Next Big Thing” (the Deltona Activity Center), which was our presen-

tation for the meeting. 

 Attended the ECHO Advisory Board meeting where eligibility to particpate in the programs was reviewed. The City’s 

“Loop Trail at Lakeshore Drive” project was under review. The eligibility was in question due to the project not being 

 included in the FY2015 budget. It had been included in the FY2016 budget, but FDOT moved our schedule up. The appli-

cation was aproved with the understanding that the Commission would pass a budget amendment putting the construction 

of the project into the current year budget, recognizing that the Volusia TPO would be reimbursing Deltona for 90% of the 

construction cost.  
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 Vice Mayor Schleicher represented the City of 

Deltona at the “Mayor’s State of the Cities” 

luncheon on April 9th. The event was hosted by 

the Sanford Chamber of Commerce, and held 

at the Heathrow Country Club. The Mayors 

from DeBary, Lake Mary and Sanford made 

presentations to the group, as well as Vice 

Mayor Schleicher.
